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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Examiner has considered the information disclosure statement filed on 
5/18/05. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 5/18/05. These drawings are accepted. 
Applicant's remarks indicated the change in figure 7 was to change the element labeled 
1 to 21 . However, the figure was amended to change 1 to 22, which is consistent with 
specification. The Examiner left applicant a message asking if the remarks concerning 
the drawings were simply a typographical error, and notifying the applicant that the 
drawings are accepted because the amendment corresponds the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 and 4, prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or 
fairly suggest the limitations of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of 
all the claimed limitations which include an optical pickup lens device and optical pickup 
device performing at least one of reading, writing and erasing information comprising a 
collimating means, an aberration lens element, an objective lens having a numerical 
aperture of 0.8 or more satisfying the conditions for axial chromatic aberration and 
amount of change of angle as claimed.
